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Centre's 
Quest yet 
to make 
a profit 

A £1.3 MILLION leisure 
attraction at the Merry Hill 
shopping centre has yet to 
make a profit - say its opera¬ 
tors who partly blame the 
good summer weather for 
the ‘disappointing’ financial 
performance. 

Paragon Entertainment 
opened the Quest attraction 
at the shopping centre in 
November last year. It first 
featured a 14-metre high 
aerial ropes course, 

The operator later added 
an ice rink over the Christ¬ 
mas period, before introduc¬ 
ing a Yu Kids indoor 
adventure playground and 
an outdoor Nerf blaster 
combat arena this year. 

But despite it being visited 
by around 15,000 people in 
the first two months follow¬ 
ing opening, Paragon Enter¬ 
tainment has revealed it is 
yet to make money from the 
site. 

In a report attached to its 
interim results for the first 
six months of this year, chief 
executive Mark Pyrah said: 
“Financial performance for 
this attraction has been dis¬ 
appointing and it is not yet 
generating an operating 
profit.” 

In the results report, the 
company, which designs and 
fits out attractions, said its 
overall revenue grew by 100 
per cent to £4.56m in the 
first six months of this year 
with earnings before tax up 
from £11,000 to £106,000. 

Job hopefuls 
at Merry Hill 

HUNDREDS of job seekers 
descended on Merry Hill 
shopping centre with the 
hope of getting work over 
the festive period. 

A queue of about 50 
people was lined up outside 
The Black Country Skills 
Shop ahead of the jobs fair 
opening last Friday. 

Inside, people viewed a 
large list of 176 jobs, which 
included positions at Toys R 
Us, Game and Mothercare. 
There was also employers 
such as Halesowen-based 
Neo Media looking for 
people for its call centres. 

The shop is run by Birm¬ 
ingham Metropolitan 
College. 


SHOCK AT TRAGEDY 
OF FLIER IN CRASH

MICROLIGHT groups have spoken of their shock after a 
pilot was killed when his aircraft crashed into power lines. 
Paramedics battled to save Andy Tollerton after his two- 
seater aircraft struck lines in a Stourton field at around 
6pm on Sunday. 

The 52-year-old died and an investigation was launched on Monday 
with specialists from the Air Accidents Investigation Branch dispatched 
to the scene by Barratt’s Coppice in Bridgnorth Road.

UKIP pact is 
ruled out by 
Tory leader 

A COUNCIL leader for Dudley has ruled out 
the prospect of doing any deals with the UK 
Independence Party. 

The move comes after UKIP leader Nigel 
Farage said he would not stand in the way of 
his members doing deals with the Tories or 
Labour to run on a ‘joint ticket’ if they share 
common views over a referendum on Europe. 

Since then, opposition Conservative 
leader, Patrick Harley, said that the only 
way it could happen would be if UKIP pulled 
all its candidates out of seats held by the 
Tories, or where the Tories have a chance of 
winning, and did not oppose Dudley South 
MP Chris Kelly in 2015. 

Such a deal would see UKIP only standing 
in safe Labour seats the Tories believe they 
have no chance of winning. 

Despite Mr Kelly’s record of supporting a 
referendum on Europe, however, UKIP is 
still determined to challenge him and put 
candidates in every seat. 

Councillor Harley said: “We have a Prime 
Minister who has offered the first referen¬ 
dum on Europe in many people’s lifetimes. 

“UKIP have done well recently but that 
glow is starting to fade as their policies are 
being scrutinised by the media.” 

UKIP’s spokesman in Dudley, Bill 
Etheridge, said there was no chance of it 
happening. “We will under no circum¬ 
stances do any deals with other parties in 
this area,” he said. 


Microlight groups said they were ‘very 
shocked’ to hear what had happened to Mr 
Tollerton. Stephen Wilkes, of HadAir based 
at Halfpenny Green Airport, in Bobbington, 
near Stourbridge, added: “It is very sad to 
hear of something like this happening.” 

Robin Needs, who owns the field where 
Mr Tollerton’s microlight came down, said: 
“In terms of the field I have been told the 
investigation has been completed. 

“As far as I am aware the specialist team 
has now finished its work here.” 

A pilot has died after his microlight 
crashed into power lines near Stourbridge. 

His devastated family in Wollaston said 
the father of two had died ‘doing what he 
loved to do’. 

The crash wiped out power to properties 
in the surrounding area. Emergency serv¬ 
ices were called to the scene by Barratt’s 
Coppice, Bridgnorth Road, at around 6pm 

Police said his family would be supported 
by specially-trained officers. 

Circled 

Mr Tollerton’s sister-in-law paid tribute 
to him on behalf of his family. She said: “He 
had been flying a number of years. He was 
a loving dad and husband. He absolutely 
doted on his daughters, who are both 
teenagers. He was passionate about flying 
and he died doing what he loved to do.” 

Mr Needs said he was harvesting potatoes 
about a half-a-mile away from the crash 
site. He said the pilot circled around and hit 
the wires straight above where the aircraft 
crashed and called the emergency services 
and then his wife Vicky, a first aider, went to 
help the man. 

She held his hand and told him help was 
on the way. Mr Needs said: “He had used the 
field at least dozen times. I know him as 
Microlight Andy. He’s a lovely chap and this 
was his hobby.” 

The ambulance service sent the haz¬ 
ardous area response team, while fire crews 
from Stourbridge and Kinver were called to 
the scene to help following the crash.

A million 
more try 
tourism 
in region 

AN EXTRA one million 
tourists have flocked to the 
Black Country top attrac¬ 
tions, latest figures have 
revealed, bringing a 
welcome boost to jobs and 
the economy. 

Leading attractions such 
as the Black Country Living 
Museum and Dudley Zoo 
have also helped swell 
foreign investment into the 
region. Visitor numbers 
went up by more than 
840,000 to almost five 
million in 2012 - a 21 per 
cent growth in one year. 

Civic leaders and business 
bosses have since heralded 
the role attractions were 
playing in putting the Black 
Country on the map. 

Black Country Chamber 
of Commerce vice chairman 
Ninder Johal said: “The 
Black Country has been 
known as a manufacturing 
area and not enough people 
realise it has some wonder¬ 
ful attractions.” 

The region secured a 15 
per cent rise in the number 
of new jobs created by 
foreign investors from 224 
to 257 in 2012/13, according 
to statistics complied by the 
Regional Observatory, the 
research arm operated by 
Marketing Birmingham. 

Researchers value the 
Black Country visitor 
economy at £777.4 million in 
2012 - an increase of six per 
cent since 2011. 

Dudley Zoo has continued 
this positive trend into 2013 
with a 17 per cent rise in 
visitor numbers between 
January and July. 

Food tasting 
at hospital 

A HOSPITAL is holding 
special tasting sessions with 
patients in a drive to 
improve food after getting a 
low rating for its quality. 

Russells Hall Hospital in 
Dudley scored lower than 
the national average for 
‘food and hydration’ in a 
new inspection. 

In August, a national 
survey showed Russells 
Hall’s food was rated among 
the worst in the country - 
with only 44 per cent of 
patients saying they were 
happy with what they were 
served up.

Three given 
orders after 
behaving 
like thugs 

A GROUP of men who used 
threatening behaviour and 
intimidated businesses have 
been given anti-social 
behaviour orders. 

Following action by 
Sandwell Council’s anti¬ 
social behaviour team, sup¬ 
ported by Sandwell Police, 
the orders were secured 
against Dana Khalid Jasim, 
aged 21, of Walter Street, 
West Bromwich, Klinton 
-Sulaj, aged 20, of Poplar 
Avenue, Tividale and Mahdi 
Duale, aged 19, of Rosedale 
Avenue, Smethwick. 

The orders come after 
reports of the three causing 
persistent anti-social behav¬ 
iour in the area, including 
verbal abuse, threatening 
behaviour, drug possession 
and intimidation of business 
staff and their customers. 

The order against Jasim 
lasts for two years, while the 
orders against Duale and 
Sulaj last for three. 

All three are banned from 
entering a large area of the 
Soho and Victoria ward in 
Smethwick, which is bor¬ 
dered by Union Street, Soho 
Way, Grove Lane, Cape Hill, 
Waterloo Road, Bearwood 
Road, High Street. Duale is 
allowed in Rosedale Avenue.

target of no more than three. 

But all the affected 
patients were on different 
wards and were suffering 
from different types of c.diff, 
a bug which causes diar¬ 
rhoea and can lead to life- 
threatening inflammation of 
the intestines. 

Director of nursing 
Denise McMahon told a 
Dudley Group NHS Founda¬ 
tion Trust board meeting lat 
week: “It’s not an outbreak 
and it is not cross-infection. 

“All occurred on different 
wards, so it hasn’t passed 
from patient to patient. 

“We sent all off for typing 
- and all are different.” 

She added staff had ‘gone 
back with a vengeance’ to 
tackle c.diff, making sure 
patients with the infection 
were isolated quickly so it 
could not spread. 

But she said 80 per cent of 
cases developed in the com¬ 
munity before patients 
arrived in hospital. 

Within 72 hours of notic¬ 
ing the figure for the month 
of September was so much 
higher, a meeting was set up, 
attended by doctors, nurses, 
matrons and managers, to 
decide what action needed to 
be taken and to check that 
systems for prescribing 
antibiotics were being fol¬ 
lowed in the hospital. 

In most healthy people, 
the c.diff bacteria will not be 
able to multiply in the gut 
and they will not develop 
disease. But in sick people, 
antibiotics can disrupt the 
balance in the gut. 

The investigation at Rus¬ 
sells Hall includes examin¬ 
ing whether there are any 
patterns to the cases that 
might guide what action to 
take.

More buses 
going green 

DOZENS of ‘green’ buses 
are to be put on to the streets 
of the West Midlands under 
a multi-million pound 
project. 

It comes as part of a gov¬ 
ernment scheme to either 
fund new buses or pay for 
the refitting of existing ones 
to clean up their exhaust 
fumes. 

The plan will see 29 buses 
in the West Midlands given 
exhaust gas treatment.

on lenders a step forward - MP 


New rules 

A DUDLEY MP who has been running a 
campaign against payday lenders has said 
tough new rules which are due to be 
enforced are a big step forward. 

Ian Austin has been running a campaign 
against payday lenders, particularly in 
Dudley High Street and now, companies 
who offer speedy loans at very high interest 
rates will be hit with tougher regulation in a 
bid to stop families getting into a spiral of 
debt. 

The new regulator for consumer credit, 
the Financial Conduct Authority, intends to 
limit to two, the number of times a payday 
loan can be rolled-over, ban misleading 


adverts and impose compulsory affordabil¬ 
ity checks for all loan applicants. Martin 
Wheatley, the authority’s chief executive 
said: “I am putting payday lenders on 
notice: Tougher regulation is coming and I 
expect them all to make changes so that con¬ 
sumers can get a fair outcome. The clock is 
ticking.” 

Afford 

Mr Austin said: “This is a big step 
forward, it shows our campaign has had an 
impact and it should tackle some of the 
abuses, but I’ll keep campaigning on this 
because I think we need limits to the overall 


costs of credit and more government 
support for community banks like Dudley’s 
Castle and Crystal who provide low-cost 
credit on terms people can afford.” 

The growth of payday lenders, such as 
Wonga, QuickQuid and others, has become 
such a concern that Sandwell, Dudley and 
Wolverhampton councils have all blocked 
access to payday lending websites from com¬ 
puters in libraries or other public buildings. 
Staffordshire’s libraries are not banning 
them as councillors say people should have 
‘freedom of choice’. 

But from next April restrictions will be 
placed on the number of recurring pay¬ 


ments they are allowed to collect after com¬ 
plaints that they are unexpectedly draining 
borrowers’ bank accounts of cash. 

Information on where to get free help 
with debts must be given to every borrower 
who rolls over a loan and ‘clear risk warn¬ 
ings’ must be displayed on all adverts. 

The FCA will take over regulation of con¬ 
sumer credit from the Office of Fair 
Trading. 

Russell Hamblin-Boone, chief executive 
of the Consumer Finance Association, 
which represents many payday lenders, has 
warned that it could drive people to illegal 
loan sharks. 


Arnhem return for John, 90, 


brings back Pow memories

IT WAS a bridge too far in the 
Second World War - and the 
Battle of Arnhem landed young 
parachutist John Baker in real hot 
water, when he was taken pris¬ 
oner of war. 

Now - as he celebrates his 90th birth¬ 
day - he has recounted how he and 12 
comrades were forced to give them¬ 
selves up to the Germans as houses lit¬ 
erally blew up around them during 
their trek to reinforce troops battling to 
take the nearby bridge. 

He celebrated his 21st birthday in Stalag 
12A, in transit to his eventual home for more 
than seven months - Stalag 11B near 
Hanover, where he was forced to put in long 
days of hard labour, fuelled by near-starva¬ 
tion rations. 

Once at Stalag 11B, Gornal-born John 
heard a distinctive dialect through the 
barbed wire into another section of the 
camp - and called out ‘how you going, Joe 
Marsh?’ He and Joe had grown up together 
in Gornal and the two men shared Joe’s last 
two Woodbine cigarettes. 

Wreath 

John, now of Sedgley, has just returned 
from a moving pilgrimage back to Arnhem. 

He laid a wreath to mark the 69th 
anniversary of the famous battle. 

And, as year by year fewer and fewer of 
the brave veterans who survived Arnhem 
remain, he fully intends to be there for the 
‘big one - the 70th anniversary commemora¬ 
tion next year. 

John, a great-grandfather, who has lived 
in Ettymore Road West since 1949, was just 
17 when he lied to join the Army in 1940, 
saying he was 18. He joined the Welsh 
Fusiliers but later a call came round for vol¬ 
unteers for the airborne forces. 

He was tempted by the prospect of an 
extra two shillings a day - at the time he was 
earning only 14 shillings a week, so it would 
double his wage - and a red beret that all the 
girls fell for. 

So off he went, in 1942, to join the 1st air¬ 
borne division and saw active service in the 
North Africa campaign, followed by Sicily 
and Italy. “North Africa was a long cam¬ 
paign - the paras were supposed to be in and 
out but we were used as infantry,” said John. 


In late September 1944, John and the rest 
of his division in the British Airborne forces 
landed outside the Dutch town for Opera¬ 
tion Market Garden. A number of other 
bridges had been taken - but Arnhem 
proved the bridge too far, as immortalised in 
the blockbuster film of the same name. 

Soon the forces were surrounded and 
almost 2,000 were killed, with many more 
injured and taken prisoner. John said: “We 
landed about eight miles from the bridge 
and were among 10,000. We got within a 
quarter of a mile before we hit the heavy 
stuff. Two Panzer divisions were refitting 
just outside Arnhem, which threw us. 
They’d got heavy tanks and flamethrowers, 
against our rifles and machine guns. 

“We’d taken evasive action but they were 
literally blowing houses down around us. 


Our officer decided the only way out was to 
surrender, somewhere near the Elizabeth 
Hospital in West Arnhem.” 

John and his comrades spent five days 
being transported, 40 to a cattle truck, on 
the railway into Germany to their prison 
camps. There he was set to hard labour 
clearing up bomb damage and helping to lay 
railway lines. 

Despite the physical work they were 
doing, they were surviving on one loaf of 
German black bread between seven men 
each day, with a pint of ‘skilly’ - a watery 
soup. Very rarely they would have some 
potatoes or sauerkraut and about once a 
month Red Cross parcels would arrive with 
concentrated soup and chocolate.

He returned to Bulford camp, near Salis¬ 
bury, where he met his wife Rosalin. The 
couple, who had three daughters, celebrated 
65 years of marriage but Rosalin died last 
year, aged 89. 

After the war John became a grinding 
machine operator at Contractor Switchgear 
in Wolverhampton, later working at a 
factory in Tipton and then becoming a 
member of the security staff at John 
Thompson’s boiler makers in Ettingshall. 

John, who celebrated his 90th birthday 
with a family party at The Lodge in Welling¬ 
ton Road, Dudley, on Saturday, said: “I was 
young compared to most - a boy amongst 
men. And we’re dwindling very much.”

Train service to Brum is being cut back warning 


ONE train an hour between Wolver¬ 
hampton and Birmingham is to be axed 
under a timetable shake-up at the end 
of the year. 

Virgin Trains is dropping services 
that leave Wolverhampton around half 
past the hour from December. 

It is part of the company’s annual 
review of its timetables. The aim is to 
improve services connecting London 
and Scotland by allowing more direct 
services. 

The train that will be axed is one 
that goes from either Glasgow or Edin¬ 
burgh to Birmingham, via Wolver¬ 
hampton. 

Virgin Trains spokesman Richard 


Stanton said: “We are merging our 
Euston to Wolverhampton with our 
Anglo-Scottish service. 

“We’re putting extra capacity and 
more seats on the trains north of 
Wolverhampton and vastly improving 
journeys in the north, although this 
does mean losing one train an hour. 

“What this means is that more 
people south of Birmingham can travel 
by train to the north west. 

“Wolverhampton still has its direct 
services to London which go via Birm¬ 
ingham and leave at 45 minutes past 
the hour so there was only 10 minutes 
between them.” 

Services between Wolverhampton 


and Birmingham are also covered by 
operators such as London Midland. 

Wolverhampton City Council’s 
deputy leader, Councillor Peter Bilson, 
said he was disappointed. He said: “I 
can understand where they are coming 
from but it is nevertheless disappoint¬ 
ing that it’s Wolverhampton losing a 
service.” It comes as transport author¬ 
ity Centro is trying to get companies 
within the rail industry to back the 
rebuild of Wolverhampton rail station. 

Meanwhile, council leaders are con¬ 
cerned over plans that would scrap the 
direct service between Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, Sandwell and Dudley and London 
if high speed rail goes ahead.

Walk-in health centre 
closure plans criticised 


PLANS to close a walk-in health clinic and 
move services back to GP practices have 
come under fire amid fears not all surgeries 
could offer the necessary extended opening 
hours. 

Health chiefs in Dudley have revealed proposals to 
shut the borough’s walk-in centre based at Holly Hall 
Clinic, based in Stourbridge Road. 


Dudley North MP Ian 
Austin has joined others in 
demanding alternatives to 
the clinic are analysed as a 
12-week consultation gets 
under way this week. 

A series of consultation 
sessions led by officials from 
Dudley Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Group will be held 
across the borough in the 
coming months. 

Dudley Council’s health 
scrutiny committee chair¬ 
man Councillor Susan 
Ridney says she is concerned 
what help will be in place for 
patients if the centre closes. 

“The one thing we most 
wish to see is a consistency of 
service across GP practices 
in the borough because the 
big question is will they all 
be able to offer the services 
and have extended hours for 
example,” she said. 

“It would be fine for some 
of the larger practices to 
provide this but I’m not sure 
whether that could happen 
at smaller individual surger¬ 
ies. When speaking to con¬ 
stituents they have always 
said how happy they were

with the service at the walk- 
in centre. 

“The reason a lot of people 
use it is because they often 
ring their GP practice and 
can’t get an appointment so 
it is more convenient.” 

Mr Austin added: “In the 
modern era, when it is possi¬ 
ble to go shopping at all 
hours and access all sorts of 
other services in the evening 
and at weekends, I don’t see 
why GPs should not provide 
a service to people who go 
out to work and pay the 
taxes that keeps the NHS 
running at a time that suits 
them.” 

Dudley Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Group has a £1.4 
million contract with health 
care firm Primecare to run 
the Stourbridge Road 
centre, which opened in 
2009. But bosses say this 
cash may be better spent 
allowing people to see their 
own GPs.

Group sees 
profits fall 

ONE of the UK’s biggest 
private property groups, 
based in Kingswinford, has 
seen profits fall over the last 
year after a drop in rental 
income from its industrial 
and retail sites across the 
UK and Europe.

The public will have the chance to be 
blindfolded and guided to allow them to 
experience what it is like to be blind or par¬ 
tially sighted. 

The event falls on World Sight Day, which 
aims to raise awareness of preventable sight 
loss across the world. They will host the 


information event in Stourbridge’s Ryemar- 
ket Shopping Centre between 10am and 
4pm. 

Ann Evett, development manager at the 
trust’s resource centre, on Hagley Road, 
Oldswinford, said: “The whole point of 
World Sight Day is to raise awareness of 
blindness and vision impairment as well as 
to help support people with those condi¬ 
tions.” 

Thomas Pocklington Trust is a charity 
which aims to improve the quality of life for 
people with sight loss. It is a national charity 
with its resource centre in Oldswinford. 


Camcorder to spearhead a 
crackdown on reserve yobs 


A CLAMPDOWN on anti-social behaviour at a 
beauty spot in Dudley has been launched by 
wardens who hope to catch troublemakers in 
the act. 

They will be able to capture any problems at 
Saltwells Nature Reserve in Netherton on camera 
after receiving funding for a camcorder. 


The site often suffers from 
people causing a nuisance 
such as criminal damage and 
groups of youngsters con¬ 
gregating. 

There have also been 
problems in the past with 
off-road bikes being ridden 
illegally and dangerously 
around the paths at the 
reserve. 

Police officers from the 
Quarry Bank and Dudley 
Wood neighbourhood team 
successfully applied for 
£300 from the Dudley 
Council Community Forum 
to purchase the camera for 
the wardens. 

Criminal 

They will now be able to 
film and take pictures of 
criminal activity. 

The footage will then be 
used to help police with sub¬ 
sequent investigations. 

Peso Nicholas Woods of 
the Quarry Bank and 
Dudley Wood policing team 
said: “The reserve is often 
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subject to criminal damage 
with groups of youngsters 
congregating. 

“In the past off-road 
bikers have used the park to 
ride bikes illegally and dan¬ 
gerously. 

“The camcorder will 
allow us to assess the type 
and scale of criminal 
damage and anti-social 
behaviour that is taking 
place in the area. 

“We work really closely 
with the wardens at 
Saltwells Nature Reserve. 

“I would also ask 
members of the public to 
report incidents of criminal 
damage and anti-social 
behaviour to local police or 
to the Saltwells wardens.” 

The site has also suffered 
fly-tipping. 

In April around 20 shop¬ 
ping trolleys were left 
strewn around the 247-acre 
reserve, prompting anger 
from ward councillors.

A bright idea to find 
the oldest appliance

LOUISE JEW meets a man 
who is hoping to preserve the 
past of electrical goods which 
are part of his firm’s history 


IT WAS a shocking feeling 
when Robert Chapman 
realised that a workman 
had tossed a curious 
bendy-shaped piece of 
metal, about 18 inches 
long, into a skip, which 
had been carted away 
never to be seen again. 

The original use of that object was 
even more terrifyingly unbeliev¬ 
able - it was a 1920s electrical 
element that people would actually 
have dangled on a thick piece of 
cable, attached to the mains, 
straight into a tin bath to heat up the 
water. 

But the loss of such a fascinating piece 
of domestic history at Chapmans Electri¬ 
cal in Cradley Heath - as well as vacuum 
cleaners from the 1920s - during a refit 
some years ago, was never to be repeated. 

Displaying 

So, as the 87-year-old company 
founded by Robert’s father, Ewart, goes 
through its current £120,000 showroom 
revamp, everyone is under orders to pre¬ 
serve the old appliances hidden around 
in cupboards and corners of store rooms 
at all costs. 

And there are lots of them - 50 or 
more, some of which are now at Robert’s 
home in Bobbington, near Stourbridge, 
for safe keeping. 

Then 67-year-old Robert had a light 
bulb moment. 

As well as displaying some of the 
antique goods, including post war radios 
and TVs, when the refurbishment is 
completed, why not start the hunt for the 


oldest working domestic electrical 
appliance in the Black Country? 

And Chapmans is offering as a prize 
the latest equivalent model for free - 
whether it is an electrical hand mixer, 
hairdryer, fridge, freezer, cooker, 
cleaner, TV or radio. 

“In a nod to our near 90 years in the 
business we thought it would be fun to 
find the oldest working electrical appli¬ 
ance,” said Robert, managing director 
of the company, based in Reddal Hill 
Road. 

“Although we have customers all 
over the country we are very much part 
of the local community and so we’re 
searching for the oldest appliance in 
the Black Country. 

“It just has to be electrical and still in 
use.” Electricity runs in the veins of 
Robert, his older brother Arthur, aged 
75, and sister Mary Green, 70, all of 
whom followed their father into the 
family business. 


They were brought up in a house in 
Reddal Hill Road, which the Chapmans 
showroom later spread into. 

Arthur worked for their father, Mary 
is now the company secretary and 
Robert started there nas a trainee TV 
and electronics engineer in 1962. 

Ewart Chapman first opened his 
store, in partnership with Tim Coley, in 
‘Mr Marsh’ the tobacconist’s old shop 
and the business, then called A E 
Chapman & Co, later sprawled into the 
neighbouring Victorian pub, the Trav¬ 
ellers Rest. 

Samples 

Ewart had been a keen artist but, 
after hearing nothing when he sent 
samples of his work to a top London art 
school, his father, Arthur, told him: 
“Electrics is the thing of the future.” 

So Ewart became an electrical 
apprentice at Holt Williams in Cradley 
Heath, progressing on to Hingley’s, the

Netherton company that made the 
anchor for the ill-fated Titanic liner. 

Over the years, the business has had to 
‘reinvent’ itself time and again as new 
electrical inventions came to the fore. 
Mary, who lives in Wall Heath, said: “It’s 
gone through gas lights to electricity, 
then through radios and accumulators 
through the war and then to lighting and 
at one point we even sold Capo di Monte 
figures.” 

But the business, which now employs 
45 people, never forgets its roots. 

“We offer a repair service and some of 
the team here actually work on fairly old 
vacuum cleaners and washing machines, 
and one is lovingly keeping an ancient 
video recorder going,” said Robert. 

“I’m fascinated by old appliances - but 
too many of them have gone to landfill 
over the years.”

A YOUNG Bornean orang utan turned 
into a right little monkey when asked 
to ‘open wide’ so zoo keepers could 
count her teeth. 

It ended up taking four keepers at 
Dudley Zoo to carry out the task - 
bribing the two-year-old ape, named 
Sprout, with her favourite grape 
treats. 

Eventually they managed to per¬ 
suade her to show off her ‘pearly 
whites’, and she does so proudly in 
front of her mother Jazz. 

The job in hand was to count her 
teeth as part of an international 
research project at the Black Country 
zoo. The zoo’s upper primates section 


leader Pat Stevens said: “We were 
asked to take part in the British and 
Irish Association of Zoos and Aquari¬ 
ums (BIAZA) captive orang utan tooth 
emergence project. 

“Unlike dad Jorong, who willingly 
opens his mouth on command, Sprout 
wasn’t too keen on the idea and had to 
be bribed. It was a real team effort to 
count Sprout’s teeth,” Pat said. 

“It took four keepers, each counting 
a different section of her mouth at the 
same time, as well as taking a lot of 
grapes to coax her.” 

Sprout has 22 teeth, so has quite a 
few more to come through until she has 
the full set of 32, the same as humans, 


she added. She said: “As soon as we fin¬ 
ished counting she opened her mouth 
as wide as she could - she really can be 
a cheeky monkey.” 

Sprout was born at the zoo, based on 
Castle Hill, two years ago. After birth, 
the baby orangutan was kept in a quiet 
private chamber away from the public, 
until mother Jazz was ready to show 
her off to visitors. Before the orang 
utan was born, her mother stopped eat¬ 
ing onions, Dudley Zoo staff noticed. 

Staff at the zoo say Sprout has devel¬ 
oped well over the past two years, 
becoming more and more independent. 

But she will remain dependent on 
Jazz until she is at least six.

“I wouldn’t dream of moving and have 
been re-adopted by the Stourbridge Conser¬ 
vative Association for the next election. 

“It’s clearly a marginal seat but I canvass 
quite regularly and most people feel we are 
a Government to get our finances right and 
the recovery is taking hold so they don’t 
want to rock the boat.” 

She added the Tory party would frown on 
any MP who tried to break the ties with 
their existing constituency in a bid to win a 
safe seat. 

Miss James won the Stourbridge seat 
from Labour in 2010 with a 5,164 majority. 

Mr Gamier, whose majority in 2010 was 
just 2,643, winning the seat from health 
campaigner Richard Taylor, also flatly 
denied he planned to make a run for it. 

Mr Gamier, who lives near Bewdley said: 
“There is no basis to the rumour, which is 
spread by mischief makers.”

THE LAST few weeks have 
seen the political parties 
meeting for their annual con¬ 
ferences. 

I know lots of people say 
that politicians are all talk, 
and that what they say at 
these gatherings doesn’t 
matter, but Labour’s confer¬ 
ence saw new announce¬ 
ments on issues people raise 
on the doorstep with me in 
Dudley all the time such as 
the cost of living and immi¬ 
gration. 

For generations in Brit¬ 
ain, when the economy grew, 
most people got better off as a 
result. 

But that isn’t true 
anymore. Today people are 
facing a cost of living crisis - 
they’re working harder, for 
longer, for less. Wages have 
fallen for 36 out of the 37 
months that David Cameron 
has been in power, making 
working people an average of 
almost £1,500 a year worse 
off. 

I hear from more and more 
people that are struggling to 
get by. Massive energy bills 
don’t help, and people I meet 


in Dudley ask me all the time 
why energy bills always rise 
and never seem to fall. 

Household energy bills 
have gone up by £300 a year 
since 2010. Businesses say 
it’s the biggest cost they face. 
At the same time Britain’s 
big six energy companies had 
£3.3 billion increase in 
profits. 

The Government has been 
too slow to act, and now it 
seems its plan to cut the 
number of tariffs is actually 
pushing customers onto more 
expensive ones. 

Labour is the only party 
announcing real action to 
tackle energy bills. Energy 
companies are quick to pass 
on price increases, but when 
it drops their customers don’t 
see their bills fall. That’s why 
Labour will set up a tough 
new regulator to stop over¬ 
charging. 

And a Labour government 
would legislate immediately 
to freeze gas and electricity 
prices until the start of 2017, 
saving a typical household 
£120 and an average business 
£1,800. 

We’ve also announced 


plans to help working fami¬ 
lies by expanding free child¬ 
care for three and four year 
olds from 15 to 25 hours per 
week, paid for by raising 
taxes for millionaire bankers. 

Small businesses are the 
engine room of the economy 
so we’re promising to cut 
business rates in 2015 and 
freeze them again in 2016 for 
small businesses rather than 
going ahead with the Gov¬ 
ernment’s corporation tax 
cut for the largest firms. I 
think that would be a real 
boost for the vast majority of 
businesses in places like 
Dudley 

And we’d bring back the 
lOp tax rate, helping two 
million people in the West 
Midlands. 

I know a lot of people I 

S eak to on the doorstep feel 
:e immigration is one of the 
issues where politicians just 
aren’t listening. I’ve been 
pushing for tougher border 
controls for a long time, and 
at the last election I brought 
the immigration minister to 
Dudley to hear local people’s 
concerns for himself. At con¬ 
ference, we announced real 
action on the most harmful 
forms of immigration. 

Businesses and job agen¬ 
cies that bring people here 
illegally push (Town wages 
and put a strain on over¬ 
stretched public services. 

Labour would increase 
fines for people who employ 
illegal immigrants, breaking 
minimum wage rules and 
putting local people out of a 
job. This builds on Ed Milib¬ 
and’s plan to force companies 
hiring workers from abroad 
to train the next generation 
of British apprentices. 

And we’d retain the Gov¬ 
ernment’s immigration cap 
for as long as the evidence 
supports it.

Virgin Rail boss set to retire 


DUDLEY-BORN chief execu¬ 
tive of Virgin Rail Group, Tony 
Collins, is to retire this month. 

Mr Collins, who lives in Sedgley and 
runs Sir Richard Branson’s national 
rail service, said he had decided to go in 
order to let a new team work on retain¬ 
ing the West Coast Main Line franchise 
from 2017. 

It comes after Mr Collins and Sir 
Richard fought for Virgin to keep the 
line last year after it was to be handed 
to rival operator First Group. 

Sir Richard, who paid tribute to Mr 
Collins, had planned to take the Gov¬ 
ernment to court until it acknowledged 
civil servants had made mistakes in 
their calculations and gave Virgin a 
Virgin Rail’s Tony Collins further four years in charge of the line. 



Mr Collins, who was born in Sedgley 
and studied at the Dormston School, 
spent 14 years with Virgin and will 
remain as a consultant while it works 
on its franchise bid strategy. 

In May, the 56-year-old father of two 
said that had a ‘real concern’ about 
plans for high speed rail, which he said 
would potentially ‘halve’ the number 
of West Coast services because new 
trains would be able to go onto the old 
lines, but Virgin’s services would not 
be able to go onto the high speed 
tracks. 

Virgin Trains employs 3,200 people 
and has a turnover of over £900 million 
a year. The new management team will 
be overseen by joint executive chair¬ 
men Patrick McCall and Martin Grif¬ 


fiths from shareholders Virgin Group 
and Stagecoach Group. 

Sir Richard Branson said: “Tony has 
been a wonderful leader of Virgin 
Trains over the past nine years, spear¬ 
heading the development of a world¬ 
leading railway which is loved by its 
customers. 

“He combines a brilliant grasp of the 
details of running the business with a 
passion for its people and the passen¬ 
gers. 

“Tony and the team at Virgin Trains 
have transformed the West Coast Main 
Line from a laughing stock into 
Europe’s busiest long distance rail 
service. We have cut journey times, 
improved service and radically 
changed people’s experiences.”

Brownies celebrate 70 years 
of 1st West Bromwich pack 


THEY sport trendy new uniforms, go 
on adventurous camping trips and 
even promise to uphold a modern set 
of values. 

Yet girls from the 1st West Bromwich Brownies 
group were whisked back in time as they met with 
members over the ages to celebrate the 70th 
anniversary of the group. 

Memories and photographs are being collected 
by the group’s current leaders to tell the story of 
the generations of children who have helped to 
make it a success. 

Church 

The 1st West Bromwich group meet each week 
at the Wesley Church, in West Bromwich High 
Street, where they were formed by Dorothy 
Wallett in 1943. 

Two founding members are among those who 
can still remember back to learning to sew and 
how to tie a neckerchief in the midst of the Second 
World War. 

Friends Brenda Moore and Jean Spencer 


joined the pack when they were aged around 
seven led by Miss Wallett who was also their 
teacher at Spon Lane School, in West Bromwich. 

Mrs Moore, now aged 77, and who originally 
lived in West Bromwich but now lives in Great 
Barr, said: “It is lovely to think it has lasted this 
many years and is still going strong. I can’t 
believe that 70 years have passed since we first 
joined.” 

Around 20 girls were part of the group in those 
days with Miss Wallett as the group’s leader, 
known as Brown Owl. Subs in those days were a 
penny a week and uniforms were brown dresses 
with a necker tie which they had to learn to fold. 

Mrs Spencer, who has two children and one 
grand-daughter, said: “We used to meet in the 
guild room in the old church but we did use the 
same room that they use today too.” 

Both spent four years with the Brownies before 
moving up to the Girl Guides. 

Mrs Moore eventually became one of the 
group’s leaders as it stayed after the church was 
re-built in the 1970s. 

“We still have our links and keep in the loop 


with everything,” added Mrs Moore, who went on 
to to run her own Brownie group at Grove Vale 
Primary School, in Great Barr. 

Mrs Spencer’s daughter Sue also ran a group at 
Charlemont Methodist Church. 

The two friends are now part of the Trefoil 
guiding guild which meets each month at the 
church in Charlemont and will reach its 60th 
anniversary next year. Both say they are full of 
pride as the group is still flourishing under the 
group’s current Brown Owl Stacey Hampson, 
who lives in the Lapel area of Halesowen and 
helped organise a gathering of past members 
recently. 

Youngsters now wear bright jumpers and caps, 
go on regular trips to camps at Beaudesert on 
Cannock Chase and have recently learned the 
new modern Brownie promise. 

The 31-year-old, who works in an accounting 
department for a firm in Cannock, hopes her 
new-born daughter Freya will maybe one day don 
the uniform too.

Guests try to find the 
right words for David 


H ere it is, just what the world 
needed - another comedy 
panel show. Yep, there are 
quite a few about at the moment, and 
new ones have to work doubly hard 
to make themselves stand out. 

Luckily, Was It Something I Said? 
is already a cut above much of the 
rest of the opposition. After all, it’s 
hosted by David Mitchell who, having 
appeared many times on Would I Lie 
to You? and Ql, is well-qualified to 
pose the questions here. 

The team captains are also very 
funny men indeed - Micky Flanagan 
and Richard Ayoade. 

For those who missed last week’s 
opening edition, the format is simple: 
two teams must answer questions 
based on quotations that can come 
from anywhere, including books, 
films, interviews and the internet. 

Mitchell himself is probably the 
best person to explain more about it: 
“It’s a quiz where people have to 
work out who said certain things or 
what certain people have said. So it’s 
about celebrities, historical figures, 
current affairs and history. 


‘We’ve tried to make it jolly and 
irreverent and funny, but also a bit 
informative and interesting. It’s an 
amusing way of watching some 
comedians trying to solve a quiz 
about famous people and vaguely 
impart some interesting information 
about them at the same time.” 

The show marks the first time 
Mitchell has hosted such a 
programme, and he admits it’s harder 
work than it looks. 

“Being the host is a very different 
role, chipping in some of the time, 
while managing the quiz and working 
out what to say to link the rounds. 

The great thing about being in the 
host’s chair is that you can make 
yourself look so knowledgeable. 

“But it can be tricky. Usually the 
panellists are people who are bright 
and want to talk and you need them 
to keep talking, so you can’t slap 
them down hard because they might 
go quiet and then you’re stuck. So it 
is my policy generally to let them talk 
and drift. Some of the best material 
comes when things are allowed to 
run and breathe. 



We wanted it off-the-cuff and as 
organic and natural as possible, so I 
tried not to be too school-masterly 
about things. Fortunately, I have no 
natural authority, so it’s very easy for 
me to do that!” 

Mitchell would probably make a 
good panellist on this show - he 
even has a favourite quote. 

“It’s attributed to Voltaire, but people 
say it wasn’t actually him... Either 
way it is a very wise thing - ‘I 
disapprove of what you say, but I will 
defend to the death your right to say 
it: 

“I think that’s a very important idea, 
especially for the internet. The idea 
too often is that people think those 
who say horrible things should be 
silenced rather than answered. I think 
we’d be a more healthy society if 
people used their freedom of speech 
to reply to and rebuke people who 
say things they hate rather than use 
the law to silence them.”

New chapter in history of Peugeot hatches 


HAVING the letters GTi across the 
back used to guarantee success for 
manufacturers but demand is 
nothing like it used to be. 

So it’s a bit of a surprise to see Peugeot 
investing heavily in the 208GTi - even if target 
sales are only around 2,000 in the UK for the 
year. 

Perhaps it’s the company’s 30-year history of 
producing successful hot hatches that has con¬ 
vinced Peugeot the GTi will capture a slice of a 
market which includes Fiesta ST and Renault- 
sport Clio. 

What strikes you first about the 208 is its 
subtle appearance. In fact it doesn’t look much 
different from the regular three-door 208. But 
this is the most powerful 208 yet. 

Spoiler 

Outwardly the main things setting the GTi 
apart from the rest of the 208 range are a ‘che¬ 
quered flag’ grille, boot spoiler, chunkier side 
sills and wheel arch extensions housing a set of 
17in alloys. 

Other distinguishing marks include red 
‘GTi’ emblems on its C-pillars and the theme 
continues inside, with red stitching for the 
central vent surrounds, gearknob, seatbelts 
and door handles. 

But while outwardly the GTi has very little 
to attract the eye of today’s hot hatch enthusi¬ 
ast there’s a powerful engine, firm suspension 
and a wider track and a lower ride height to 
improve handling.

LAUNCHED in Europe in 1996, the original 
Subaru Outback pioneered the ‘crossover’ 
concept, combining the comfort, interior 
space and superior on-road handling of a 
family estate with the off-road capability 
and ground clearance of a sports utility 
vehicle.

Audio and cruise control functions are present on the 
leather-trimmed steering wheel, while new sports seats at 
the front are heated to provide extra comfort when the 
weather turns cold. 

For further comfort and convenience of driver and pas¬ 
sengers, dual-zone automatic air-conditioning, Bluetooth 
hands-free system, audio system with USB connectivity 
and a VGA centre display with rear vision camera are all 
present. 

New speedometer and rev counter dials feature in the 
Outback’s upgraded instrument binnacle, while a one- 
touch lane change facility has also been added which acti¬ 
vates the indicators to flash three times.
